The announcement was made by 
Finance Minister Arseni Zverev, 
who presented the 1957 budget to 
a jpint session of the Supreme Sov­ 
iet! 


ZVEREV SAID the proposed to­ 
tal arm s was 96.7 billion rubles, 
about $24 1 billion. 
He said the 
1957 arm s figure totaled 16 per 
cent of the budget as compared 
with 18 per cent in the 1956 budget. 
The four rubles to one U.S. dol 
lar rate of exchange is an arbi- 
traVy one established by the Soviet 
government. 
It does not reflect 
(he real buying power of the ruble 
which would be considerably less 


THIS IS THE second consecutive 
year the Soviet Union haa reduced 
its visible military budget. 
The projected U.S. defense bud 
get is $38 billion, an Increase of $2 
billion. 
This is higher than Rus 
sia's when rubles are translated 
into dollars at the official rate of 
exchange of four rubles to a dol­ 
lar. But such a comparison is re­ 
garded as unrealistic since the 
official rate Is considered artificial. 


THE UNITED STATES is spend 
ing for defense about nine per cent 
of its gross national products of 
S424 billion 
A similar comparison 
for the USSR was not immediately 
available. 
The figures do not Include ex­ 
penditures on guided missile, rock­ 
et or nuclear weapons. 
All prominent government and 
Communist party leaders attended 
the joint session. 


DEPUTY PREMIER Mikhail A 
Pervukhin, Russia's top economic 
planner, delivered a report on the 
1957 industrial plan. He announced 
the expansion rate of the Soviet 
economy, including heavy indus­ 
try, would be reduced more than 
35 per cent this year.

THIS IS A STATEMENT

imperialism. 
It was once true, in Jefferson's 
words, that we were "m a rrie d ''" 
to the British fleet in defending 
thin hemispheri 
But in the cen­ 
tury and a half since then, the re­ 
lationship has diam etrically al­ 
tered Britain today cannot sur­ 
vive without our sea and air 
fleets, or without our financial 
support 
T n ts BRITISH d-pendence on 
us Is the very reason why we 
should make the big policy de­ 
cisions. as was done in the case 
of Suer Our relationship in cor­ 
porate term s Is one of partner­ 
ship. and we are the senior in 
rank, prestige and stork control. 
I. would be unthinkable to sack 
the lun'nr partner, hut it would 
be equally unthinkable to l e t 
him boss the firm. 


Within this framework of In­ 
dissoluble partnership, both John 
Foster Dulles and Sir Anthony 
Eden have ceased to be useful. 
Both, as it happens, have had 
serious illnc sea. Sir Anthony re­ 
signed with health as the pre­ 
text. and under the hammering 
of the Senate even a man of iron 
like Dulles m sy crumble. But 
In the pink, neither man could 
carry on his job very long after 
flunking in Anglo-Americanism. 
Ihe one course in which all Flng- 
llsh-spcaking foreign a f f a i r s 
statesmen should excel. 


WHATEVER ELSE Is charged 
against Dulles, this failure is the 
real reason for his loss of ef­ 
fectiveness. No Cabinet officer 
has gone oftener to Capitol Hill 
nor so completely knocked him- 
a-lf out in being amiable to all 
He is not arrogant as Dean Ache- 
son was. nor irritatingly vague 
like General Marshall It Is true 
that some of his Idiosyncrasies 
are annoying In the Senators and 
Congressmen who are now either 
on the attack or doing nothing to 
divert the attack.

Foreign Bodies in Bronchial Tubes 


You say that at Umrs 
You r a n t think ol rhymra 
Every effort turns out a dud.

Say you ran 't think, period. 
That was another of the (inor 
responses to my recent Invita­ 
tion to w rite your own poem lor 
the top of this column. That was 
one Saturday when I provided a 
blank space for a Oo-lt-Yourself 
apot of rhyming 
IPS. I did get some flattering 
efforts, too. but am too modest to 
publicise sam e.) 
RECEIVED A NICE LETTER 
from Celeste E. Daniels who says 
she resides here every winter. 
Not only did I like the compli­ 
mentary tone of her letter but 
also Ihe fact that she contributed 
aufficlent words to fill today's 
piece. 
This is a busy week. I 
can use the time she saved me 
in today's chore. 
Her enclosed article was en­ 
titled "Definition of a Boy" and 
follows: 
"After a m ale baby has grown 
out of long clothes and triangles 
and has acquired pants, freckles 
and so much dirt that relatives 
dars not kiss it between meals, 
it becomes aboy.

Every BOY 
born is evidence that God Is not 
yet discouraged with Man. Were 
it not (or BOY. newspapers would 
not be delivered and would go un­ 
read and

thousand 
picture 
shows would go bankrupt. 
"BOYS are uacful running e r­ 
rands. A BOY can easily do the 
family errands with the aid of 
five or six adults. The zest with 
which a BOY does each errand 
is equalled only by Ihe speed of 
a turtle on a hot July day. 
"The BOY Is a natural specta­ 
tor 
He watches parades, fires, 
fights, hall games, automobiles, 
boats and airplanes with equal

The larynx or sound box Is the 
first portion of the respiratory 
tract as we leave the mouth and 
go downward. In addition to pro­ 
ducing phonation it serves there­ 
fore 
as the first channel for 
breathing 
In the extremely complex act 
of swallowing it moves forward 
and upward against the cushion 
of the epiglottis which covers its 
opening allowing food 
to pass 
down the gullet 
or 
esophagus 
and preventing these foreign sub­ 
stances from being aspirated into 
the lower icspiratory tract. 


IF AN OBJECT is kept In Ihe 
mouth and not swallowed, it can 
very easily and readily fall back 
into the unguarded larynx be­ 
cause of inattention, sleep, fa­ 
tigue or inebriation and especial­ 
ly during the inspiratory phase 
of coughing. 
This latter because the epiglot­ 
tis is not alert and functioning to 
compel these foreign substances 
to pass down the esophagus into 
the stomach 
It is particularly in 
childhood with the tendency to 
place foreign bodies in the mouth 
and hold them there that this 
serious condition occurs although 
foreign bodies may be aspirated 
at any age. 


A FOREIGN BODY w h i c h 
lodges in the larynx is readily 
determinable. The patient senses 
its presence and complains of 
pain, 
hoarseness, 
shortness of 
breath and cough and sometimes 
a spasm producing a peculiar 
crowing sound. 
If it is an organic substance 
such as peanut.-, popcorn nr the 
like, it may quickly produce in- 
flamation. swelling and obstruc­ 
tion making necessary an incision 
into the trachea or windpipe be­ 
low and the placing of a lube 
through this Incision 
to allow 
breathing to continue. 


IF THE FOREIGN body settles 
In a bronchial tube in this area 
and blocks the tube completely 
there is a loss of air in the por­ 
tion of the lung supplied by that 
tube and the bacteria or germs 
which are always present may 
grow in abundance allowing for 


the development of pneumonia 
and in m any instancca, an ab- 
cess develops. 
This development is usually th* 
result of organic substances such 
as particles of food. peas, beanq, 
corn, any vegetable, m eat or tha 
like being aspirated. Occasional­ 
ly. they m ay be coughed up. 
The inorganic substances such 
as a broken off tooth, a dental 
filling or an.w metallic object doea 
not causé the reaction but pro­ 
duces a cough with some secre­ 
tion and m ay become walled off 
producing thickening of the lung 
with changes very frequently re­ 
sembling asthm a. 


I HAVE SEEN needles, pins, 
tooth (ticks, 
safety 
pins, 
tacks, 
small metallic figures that are 
found as prizes in packages of 
breakfast foods. Fortunately most 
of these can be seen on apparatus 
which enables one to localize the 
exact plane n which the foreign 
body is located. 
Thus It can be removed In 
m ost Instances through a bron­ 
choscope or metallic tube with a 
very fine forceps aided by as­ 
piration. The infection which has 
resulted '■an of course be treated 
as any other infection with anti­ 
biotics.
